• SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Jesus Was-a Realist; He Saw Man 
Both at His Best and at His Worst 


Text: 


BY WILLIAM'E. GILttOi.', D. O- 
Jesus knew and understood man 
both at his best'and at his worst. 
"He knew 
what was 
m man," 
says the record, and knowing man 
Hi did not trust Himself entirely 
to man, and- He.*warncd His dis- 
ciples to "beware of men." Those 
are sad words, but they arc justi- 
fied by the tragic realism of lite 
and history; and Jesus was a real- 
ist. 


In the 
quiet, peaceful years ot 


Victorian optimism, with its am- 
iable view of man, and its atmos- 
phere 
of benevolence, we would 


have considered 
it inconceivable 
that in twentieth century civili- 
zation men on a vast scale could 
be guilty 
of 
the 
cruelty 
with 


which millions of innocent, unol- 
fending people have been done to 
death. 
The retaking of areas, in 
Poland 
for instance, 
where the 
worst atrocities were perpetrated, 
has proved beyond a doubt the 
torture and slaughter of masses 
of people who had no part in the 
war, except as its victims. These 
thing's were done by man—whom 
some modem 
philosophers have 
taught us to regard as a good and 
benevolent creature. 
Jesus knew better. 
The an- 
cient world had its toll of atro- 
ious deeds 
done by man to his 


fellowmon. 


But being a realist. Jesus also 
saw man at his best, and knew 
all he was caoable of becoming. 
So,. He said, "How much is a man 
better than a sheep!" 


And he compared lost an d fall- 


en man 
to a lost sheep, about 


which a good shepherd was more 
concerned than about the ninety- 
and nine safe in the fold, giving 
himself no rest until he had found 
it. 


This, also, is realism. 
For man 


at his best is good, and there is 
plenty of evidence of the goodness 
of man. Even in the midst of, to- 
day's atrocities, while murderers 
have been at work on a vast scale, 
there also are those who are will- 
ing to accept every danger and 
will give all thai they have to stop 
the barbarism. 
Jesus thought that man was 
capable ot redemption, and He 
gave all He had to redeem man. 
Paul believed that the power of 
God unto salvation was sufficient 
to redeem any man. 
There were 
none who we're beyond the reach 
of thr- gospel. 
' 
It is profoundly necessary that 


we should see man as Jesus saw 
him both at his best and at" his 
worst. 
If 
we had 
taken proper 
account of evil 
in human life, if 


we had believed what man was 
'•npable of doing when guided by 
wrong purposes and false philos- 
ophies, we might have acted in 
time and prevented this terrible 
twentieth-century 
tragedy. 
Will 


we forget the lesson learned at 
such terrific cost, and again allow 
evil men and evil nations to go 
about their ruthless 
plans and 


ways? 
z 
There is danger always, both in 
our own country and in the rest 
of the world, when we refuse to 
realistically face evil 
men 
and 


their 
evil purposes. 
Criminals 
thrive in a complacent -and apa- 
thetic community. But it is need- 
ful that, in checking evil men. we 
do not lose faith in man. If we 
follow the example of Jesus we 
shall be saved from the symcism 
which is a very real menace in 
time of war and in postwar re- 
actions.

The Lesson of Warsaw 


Warsaw was the first European 


capital to fall in World War 12. 
And now the cynical may say that 
it was also the first capital to fall 
in the rising conflict of dissension 
which threatens to involve great 
sections 
of 
Europe in postwar 


civil strife. 
The nazis are once 


again masters of the city, after 
a two-months battle against a he- 
roic underground army that fought 
and died for Poland while an out- 
side political 
struggle sickened 


and isolated and finally doomed it. 


The Second Battle of Warsaw 


might well be called the Battle of 
the Sphere of Influence. Its" story 
has already been told -in Yugo- 
slavia and threatens to be repeat- 
ed in Greece. In each case an ex- 
iled prewar government, support- 
ed by London, has been 
pitted 


against 
suppressed 
minority 


groups which have rallied to hilh- 
erto 
little-known 
leaders 
and 


flourished with Moscow's blessing. 


Charge and counter-charge have 


thundered back and forth until it 
is impossible to know precisely 
what has happened. Nor can it 
be said who is right or wrong, for 
at the moment right or wrong is 
a matter of a person's 
political 


complexion. 
The only ones who 


can or should , make 
the 
final 


judgment, should be the decision 
of a free election when the war 
is over. 


Joi the meantime the job is to 


fight the Germans. 
Instead, we 


know that Greek has killed Greek 
and Serb and Croat have turned 
their guns on one another. No one 
has gained but'Jthe Nazis. It-as 
a situation they have fostered and 
hoped for. And they will continue 
to foster it as long as they can, 
for they base their hope of escap- 
ing complete defeat on dissension. 
It is their no-longer-secret weapon. 


It is a 
tragic, 
disheartening 


thing that the men, of Warsaw 
" could riot die in the~ 'knowledge

And what, they didn't say the 
Fuchicr v.as going to do for the 
German home! 


They didn't mention the fiat 


contradictions that be m the !N'nr.i 
slogans urging the Germans to 
"live to the hilt,"' or to live as 
"true he-men " 


TJITLER did make a few at- 
A 
tompts to help his female fol- 


lowers acquire husbands. Jt quick- 


ly became known that a married 
man had a better chance ol get- 
ting a job through the Nazi Party 
than a single one. Then the gov- 
ernment introduced a bachelor 
tax for both men and women. 


A system of state dowries was 


perfected with a double purpose— 
to make marriages easier and to 
get girls out of jobs which young 
Nazis coveted. 
If a girl could 


prove that she had a pioupcctivc 
husband, and if she piomiscd to 
resign her position and not take 
another, the couple could obtain 
loans totaling a maximum of S'lOO, 
icpayablc in 10 years, with ;i big 
rebate for each child. In view ot 
German 
prices, 
state 
dowries 


barely bought minimum icqunc- 
mciits for a new home. And on a 
small salary the young couple 
could hardly pay their expenses. 
Whcnc\cr an emcigcncy aiosc, 
they had periorrc- to turn to the 
Nazi welfare organisations. 


Howc\er, ihe goveinmcnt prof- 


ited greatly. 
The system made 


jobs ior unemployed men and it 
raised the national birth rate. 
When the population failed to in- 
crease ns much as the Xazis ex- 
pected, the rebates for babies 
\vent up from time to time Morel 
important still, the progiam uc- 
atcd a \vholc new lower middle 
class \\luch had to icly entirely 
upon the good will of Nazi ad- 
ministrators. It provided a solid 
block of enslaved voters who had 
to be loyal to the Party for the 
sake of their daily bread.

Canines, Coming to 
City With Caravan, 
Are Savage Foemen 


War-Dogs Will Display 


Speed and Endurance 


Next Wednesday 


The penile Collie and the friend- 


ly Shepherd dogs which will be 
seen on the streets of Dixon dur- 
ing the visit of the Army's Fire- 
power-Manpower 
Caravan 
next 


Wednesday, can turn jrom man's 
best friend to the enemy's dead- 
liest foe when war demands ac- 
tion. 


The dogs, trained in the ken- 


nels at Fort Custer, Mich., as 
canine adjuncts to the Corps of 
Military Police, will demonstrate 
their skill for the audience at the 
Indoor show to tin given by the 
Army at 3 to 4:30 p m., and 7:30 
to 9 p. m. at the Dixon high school 
during the visit of the Caravan. 
They will show their speed, strict 
obedience, physical stamina and 
police training. 


The dogs are trained to climb 


trees, scale ten-foot perpendicu- 
lar walla, and sciamolc into sec- 
ond-story windows in their pur- 
suit 
of 
fugitives. These 
dogs 


would cheerfully tear off the arm 
of an enemy, if they were ordered 
to, but they are not vicious. They 
obey orders exactly and promptly 
without personal feeling toward 
their victims. 


This will be demonstrated by 


soldiers and dogs during the Army 
show. 
To illustrate that obed- 


ience, not animosity, is the rule, 
the dogs' regular trainers will 
take the roles of "victims" during 
part of the show. 


The dogs which will take part 


include 
Dixie, 
a 
tour-year-old 


farm 
Colbe, best known, as an 


outstanding mid-air attack dog; 
Denny, German Shepherd and the 
best all-around war dog ever 
trained at Fort Custer; Major, a 
cross breed Pitt Bull and Great 
Dane;

Pin- 


scher; Rex, Scotch Collie which 
demonstrates a war dog's freedom 
from gunshyness, and "Little M. 
P.," 
year-and-a-half-old 
mixture 


of German Shepherd and Afghan, 
which has set war dog high jump 
records. 


Better Sentries Than Men 
Dogs make better sentries than 


men, 
trainers learn, because they 


can run faster, their sij>ht is 30 
per cent better, and their hearing 
is keener. 
Their sense of smell 


enables them 
to detect man's 


presence before he is either seen 
or heard. 


The methods of their trainer are 


stern but never cruel. The dogs 
are trained to form habits that 
will enable .them to avoid injury 
or death on their assignments, and 
they arc trained by dog lovers. 


After they have learned the 


simple commands o? obedience, 
they are taught to jump and are 
gradually 
worked 
into 
attack 


methods. 
Working off a leash, 


they are taunted by a burlap sack 
swung at their faces. After they 
learn to fight the sack, the next 
step is to teach them to display 
the same viciousnesa against man. 
At that point they meet the man 
in the padded suit. 


The dogs are" taught to deliver 


an attack with accuracy and a 
strong grip, and to fight until 
called off. They are trained to 
jump hurdles and nab their vic- 
tim in mid-air.-

Warsaw was the first European 


capital to fall in World War U. 
And now the cynical may say that 
it was also the first capital to fall 
in the rising- conflict of dissension 
which threatens to involve great 
sections 
of 
Europe in postwar 


civil strife. 
The nazis are once 


again masters of the' city, after 
a two-months battle against a he- 
roic underground army that fought 
and died for Poland while an out- 
side political 
struggle sickened 


and isolated and finally doomed it. 


The Second Battle of Warsaw 


might .well be called the Battle of 
the Sphere of Influence. Its'story 
has already been told -in Yugo- 
slavia and threatens to be repeat- 
ed in Greece. In each case an ex- 
iled prewar government, support- 
ed by London, has been pitted 
against 
suppressed 
minority 


groups which have rallied to hith- 
erto , little-known 
leaders and 


flourished with Moscow's blessing. 


Charge and counter-charge have 


thundered back and forth until it 
is impossible to know precisely 
what has happened. Nor can it 
be said who is right or wrong, for 
at the moment right or wrong Is 
a matter of a_ person's political 
complexion. 
The only ones who 


can or should 
make 
the 
final 


judgment, should be the decision 
of a free election when the war 
35 over. 


In the meantime the job is to 


fight the Germans. Instead, we 
know that Greek has killed Greek 
and Serb and Croat have turned 
their guns on one another. No one 
has gained but" the Nazis. It is 
a situation they have fostered and 
hoped for. And they will continue 
to foster it as long as they can, 
for they base their hope of escap- 
ing complete defeat on dissension. 
It is their no-longer-secret weapon.

Nazis covcicd the whole of 


Germany \\ith a network of 


Party organizations run by v, om- 
en under direction of Nazi men. 


Ara/i v. omen's organizations su- 


pervised the life of the German 
woman from the cradle to the 
grave Expectant mothers received 
"mental and political training." 
A representative of the Fraucn- 
schaft called upon the young wife 
v.ho had no baby to find out 
why she was remiss in her duty 
to the Fatherland. 


In the first years of Hitler's 


reign, women of Kazi organiza- 
tions displayed extraordinary ac- 
tivity, descending on every for- 
eigner they could reach in a con- 
certed campaign of conversion to 
the \vor.Jcrs of the Nazi Party. 
And what ihcy didn't s.iy the 
Fuehier \\as going to do for the 
German home! 


They didn't mention the flat 


contradictions thai lie in the Nazi 
slogans urging the Germans to 
"live to the hilt,"' or io live as 
"true hc-mcn."

TTITLER did make a few at-

tempts to help his female fol- 


lowers acquire husbands. Jt quick- 


ly became known that a married 
man had a better chance of get- 
ting a job through the Nazi Party 
than a single one.

A system of state dowries was 


perfected with a double purpose— 
to make marriages easier and to 
get girls out ol jobs which young 
Nazis coveted. 
11 a girl could 


piove that she had a prospective 
husband, and il she promised to 
tesign her position and not take 
another, the couple could obtain 
loans totaling a maximum of $-500, 
icpayablc in 10 years, with a big 
rebate for each child. In view of

bately bought minimum icqiurc- 
mcnts for a new home. And on a 
small salary the young couple 
could hardly pay their expenses 
Whenever an cmcigcncy arose, 
they had perforce to turn to the 
Nazi welfare organisations. 


However, the government prof- 


ited fiieally. The system made 
3obs for unemployed men and it 
raised the national birth rate. 
When the population failed to in- 
crease as much as the Nazis ex- 
pected, the icbdlcs for babies 
went up from time to time. Moie 
important still, the progiam cif- 
atcd a whole new lower middle 
class which had to icly entirely 
upon the good will of Nazi ad- 
ministrators. It provided a solid 
block of enslaved voters who had 
to be loyal to the Parly for the 
sake of their daily bread.

ly Shepherd dogs wliich will be 
seen on the streets of Dixoii dur- 
ing the visit of the Army's Fire- 
power-Manpower 
Caravan 
next 


Wednesday, can turn Jrom man's 
best friend to the enemy's dead- 
liest foe when war demands ac- 
tion. 


The dogs, trained in the ken- 


nels at Fort Cnster, Mich., as 
canine adjuncts to the Corps of 
Military Police, will demonstrate 
their skill tor the audience at the 
indoor show to »e given by the 
Army at 3 to 4:30 p m., and 7:30 
to 9 p. m. at the Dixon high school 
during the visit of the Caravan. 
They will show their speed, strict 
obedience, physical stamina and 
police training'. 


The dogs are trained to climb 


trees, scale ten-foot perpendicu- 
lar walls, and setamolc into sec- 
ond-story windows in their pur- 
suit 
of 
fugitives. 
These 
dogs 


would cheerfully teai off the arm 
of an enemy, if they were ordered 
to, but they are not vicious. They 
obey orders exactly and promptly 
without personal feeling toward 
their victims. 


This will be demonstrated by 


soldiers and dogs during the Army 
show. 
To illustrate that obed- 


ience, not animosity, is the rule, 
the dogs' regular trainers will 
take the roles of "victims" during 
part of the show.

include

Dogs make better sentries than 


men, trainers learn, because they 
can run faster, their si^ht is 30 
per cent better, and their hearing 
is keener.

to detect man's 


presence before he is either seen 
or heard. 


The methods of their trainer are 


stern but never cruel. The dogs 
are trained to form habits that 
will enable, them to avoid injury 
or death on their assignments, and 
they arc trained by dog lovers. 


After they have learned the 


simple commands of obedience, 
they are taught to jump and are 
gradually 
worked 
into 
attack 


methods. 
Working off a leash, 


they are taunted by a burlap sack 
swung at their faces. After they 
learn to fight the sack, the next 
step is to teach them to display 
the same viciousness against man 
At that point they meet the man 
in the padded suit. 


The dogs arc taught to deliver 


an attack with accuracy and a 
strong grip, and to fight until 
called off. They are trained to 
jump hurdles and nab their vic- 
tim m mid-air,-

The plant is one of 40 which 


are licensed in .the, United States 
to make vaccines, bacterins and 
antigens for. animals and poultry. 


In the. making of bacterins, the, 


first thing- to do is to take a small 
culture of the type'" of germ which 
is to be used. These cultures are 
kept under absolutely 
sanitary 


conditions because of the necessity 
of keeping foreign germs from 
srowing.

Next these: cultures are placed 


on Agar or in" broth as a medium 
in which to grow. WHen they are 
prepared'-they.arc placed in an in- 
cubator .which'.is kept at the de- 
sired temperature so1 that the most 
efficient growth can be made. 


After a number of hours have 


passed, possibly 72 or maybe even 
a week depending upon the culture 
which is growing, the containers 
are taken from the incubator and 
the bacterins 
and vaccines 
are 


then prepared in the form in which 
they are to be shipped. 


The prepared materials are kept 


in a refrigerator until they are 
packed, in. .cases and sent to the 
customers. -

' Throughout. the whole plant ev- 
erything: is immacultely clean. The 
girls who 'work there .even wear

materials.' Containers and media 
are all carefully sterilized.

laboratories is the room where the 
guinea pigs, chickens and pigeons 
are kept. From time to time the 
different products which are made 
arei tested on these animals.

regular intervals to check on the 
conditions in the laboratories and 
the /quality of the products. It is 
only';when they are satisfied that" 
everything ;is in the best condition 
possible that they permit a.contin- 
uation of license.
